| 14 »u8 impucatjon ſo confidently and groundleſsly heretofore caſt on us by Maſter 
if Pym, of which as there conld never b2 he leaſt proofe, ſo we could never receive 
any ſatisfation for that high i: j:ny, wbich might have beenea warning tothem 
to have publiſhed no morcſuchuntruths, if they had not found that tru h an 
their Ends cannot meet together. | 
For the Horſes taken for our Service, which were provided for the ſervice of 
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Ireland, Teis Wee were compelled for the bringi 12 dtir owne wagons 
tram Chefey for oe Carriage of our Munit!vn to a uſe of them, re 
in number and of ſmall valne, afcer they were certified to bee of no uſe for che 
ſervice, tor which they were provided. And for the Clothes, upon enquiry Ve 
find that tome few were taken by our Souldiers(but without any order from Vs) 
going to Coventry, and as was probably believed for che reliefc of that.place, 
then in actuill Rebellion againft Ys, but how farre ive have bin, and are from 
diverting any of chole provitiens made tor the reliete of that poore Kingdome 
(the thought of whole milcrable conut:ion mikesonr heart ble) may appeare 
by our expreſſe command given for the ſpeedy tra.:ſportation of 3000. ſuites of 
Clothes which Wee found provided at C%ſter, but nepleRed to bee ſeat, and 
which no neceſliy of 0.r owne Army he could prevails with us to leize, And 
how bold loevec the reproxches of char kind have vin upon Vs, we ac contident 
malice 1t ſelte cannot lay the [eat probable imputation upon us, tor the neglect 
of our duty towarJs that Kingdome. W ar one thing in our power have wee 
neglected or omitted, which might contribute co the aſſiſtance, or eaſe of our 
p>ore Proteſtant Subjetts there? we ficlt zecommended the cale of that buli- 
nefſe ro both our Houtes of Parliament. We conlented toall propolicions made 
on the behalte offered to raiſe x 09000. Voluntiers, (which if then accepted had 
ſhortned that worke) offered to venture our ow. e perſon in the ſervice, what in- 
terpretation that ofterof ours found, isknowne toall the world, wee parted

They have Leavied men and entertained Comman=- 
ders for chat lervice, and tied compelled them togoyne in this Rebellion, and ts 
march againſt us, and though they have complained of our keeping the Lievte» 
nant of /re/and ſome weeks with us, (when in truth it was a ſeaſonsf extraor- 
dinary bulines )attcr we hail in vaine tor many Moneths preffed his diſpatch, yet 
themi{clves now detaine kim, when his going 1s loneceſlary for theprelervation 
of thar Kingdome. And nodoubt theſe men and thclc alone) by begerting this 
miſrable diſt. action of England, are guilcy befor: God and Man of allt'ic 1n- 
fupportable calamitizs that our Kungdome ef 7relard cndures. Letall che world 
Judge where the delire of peace is, and upon whole account the bloud and con» 
fuffon which hath beene hed and muſt follow, 'hall be caft, And whethes che 
. feverall' Proclamations and Declarations publi:1ed by us, have not beene extort-
